CASSIUS M. CLAY. 



Peaceful End After a Life Pull 
Of Storms. 



Convene at Lexington Under 
Auspicious Circumstances. 



Passed Away at His Home at 
White Hall— Most Unique 
Character. 



Richmond, Ky., July 22.— Gen. 
Cassius Marcellus Clay died at 
Whitehall tonight. The end came 
peacefully and he died as if falling 
into a gentle sleep. He began sink, 
ing rapidly late this afternoon and 
it was apparent to the watchers at 
his bedside that he was in a dying 
condition. He was suffering from 
cystitis, which was aggravated by 
complications incident to old age. 
Gen, Clay was in his ninety-third 
year. 

Two weeks ago the Drs. Bullock, 
of Lexington and Louisville, were 
called in consultation. His family 
considered it necessary to take 
steps to have him legally pronounc- 
ed of unsound mind. This was 
done and since then he had been 
resting quietly, but had been sink- 
ing gradually . One of the fancies 
that was the outgrowth of his weak 
condition was that it was necessary 
to keep his premise* guarded and 
himself and servants heavily armed 
on account of unseen enemies. 

Gen. Clay was born October ] 
1810 in Madison county. He led 
stirring life which began to tell on 
him in late years. He believed that 
a conspiracy to assassinate him 
had been formed and some years 
ago fortified his home, Whitehall, 
and entered upon a life of seclusion 
that ended only a few weeks ago, 
when the courts appointed a com- 
mittee to take charge of him and 
his effects. He was found desper- 
ately ill and had every care since. 

The funeral will be held at Rich- 
mond on Saturday and the buria 
will be in the Richmond cemetery

Witberspooo, attorney for the Ten- 
nessee Central Railroad, said this 
Ding that the story published 
the company would have 
ble in securing the subscrip- 
of $50,000 made the road by 
Cheatham county was without 
foundation. 

It was stated that the subscrip- 
tion is conditioned on the comple- 
tion of the road by August 17. One 
stipulation was that the road should 
be in operation from Nashville to 
Hopkinsville by that date and an- 
other clause provided that the sub- 
scription should become due and 
payable when the road was put in 
operation through the country. The 
claim was made that the two pro 
visions were contradictory and that 
this would make the contract void. 

After seeing the^article in ques- 
tion Mr. Witherspoon said it was 
written by some one ignorant of the 
actual facts. "In the first place," 
said Mr. Witherspooo, "the road 
does not have to be completed until 
March 27 next year. We have nev- 
er in in our minds questioned the 
validity of the subscription— have 
not had any doubts whatever about 
it. This is the first suggestion that 
we have had of any trouble of any 
kind about it." 

If the company had, as was state- 
ed, only until the middle of next 
month to get the line Mom Nashville 
to Hopkinsville in operation, the 
bacriplion would be lost, as it is 
now evident that the line cannot be 
completed before fall.

-Pope Leo XIII- 
died at 4 o'clock yesterday alter 
an illness lasting over a week, 
Death occurred through exhaustion, 
according to Dr. Lapponi, though 
to the last the Pontiff s wooderful 
will power asserted itself. Around 
the bedside were the pbyaicl 
the Pope's nephew anil all ol the 
cardinals in Rome. Though his 
holiness suffered intense pain his 
last words were benedictions on 
those at the bedside 

Leo made a supreme effort to 
gather together all Ins energies. 

He succeeded in recognizing those 
about him by the sound of their 
voices, as hia aight was almost 
entirely lost. Still he made 
marvelous display of his energy, 
even his death was really gra 
It was resigned, calm aud serene. 

Very tew examples can be given 
for a man of snch advansed age, 
after so exhaustive an illness 
showing such supreme courage 
dying. 

The body of Pope Leo was today 
embalmed, and last night it laid 
the hall of the throne room, near 
near the death chamber. Impres- 
sive cermonies over the body were 
held in the morning by the cardinal. 

The diplomatic body in Rome will 
to day pay their tribute of respect, 
and the remains will lie in state in 
St. Peter s for the benefit of the 
public for three days, beginning 
Friday morning.

New Orleans, July 18. — A unique 
damage suit is reported from Sana 
tobia, Tate county, Miss. It arises

The suit is brought by the heirs of 
Cocke. It it a claim for $50,(HK) 
damages against the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. 

The claim upon which the plain 
tiffs seek damages io that the com 
pany, through Hm agents and ein 
ployes, allowed to be made public 
a certain telegram which was sent 
from N'arraganset .Pier by Mr. 
Dean, oBe of Cocke's attorneys. 

telegram conveyed to Ashley 
Cocke's brother the information 
that Judge White had refused to 
grant a stay of execution and to 
entertain the appeal from the 
preme court of Mississippi. 
Dean had i;one on to see Judge 
White in his behalf, and the friends 
of Cocke in this state were, in 
mean time, bringing every pressure 
possible to beat upon the Governor 
in order to induce him to grant a 
reprieve in the case of Cocke. 

One ol Uii arguments relied upon 
by the Irieml- ol Cocke to sei 
this reprieve was the very fact that 
Mr. Dean had gone out to get 
hearing before the Supreme Court 
of the United States and expected 
to secure it. The plaintiffs will 
argue that the publication of the 
informatisn in the telegram from 
Mr. Dean thwarted their plans to 
get the reprieve from the Governor.

The Government has completed 
s answers in several cases invol 
ing state and Federal pay of thous- 
ands of soldiers, both in the C 
and Spanish Wars, and tbe par 
have been filed with tbe Court of 
Claims for final adjudication at the 
October term. These cases are 
tests, and should tbe claimants win 
several thousand more are likely 
to be filed at once. One claim is 
made by the executors of the estate 
of James Applegate, of Pendleton 
county, Kentucky, who was mus- 
tered into the army as a Second 
Lieutenant of the Eighteenth Ken- 
tucky Infantry October 13, 1861. 
Prior to being mustered into the 
United States service he served 
several months with tbe state 
troops, and for this he received pay 
from the state. Later, and after 
the Federal Government had pa d 
the state for all expenditures dur- 
ing the war, United States Treas- 
ury officers deducted from the pa) 
of the Second Lieutenant tie 
amount paid him by the state, al- 
leging that the state had acted only 
as an agent for the United Stales 
Government, and that the money 
paid Applegate had simply been 
advauced to him until such time as 
came under control of the Fed- 
eral authorities. Applegate s ex- 
ecutors are of tbe oppinion thai 
the state payment was simply a 
gratuity, and that it should not 
have been charged against the sol- 
dier. The amount in 1861 was 8204
